If the three-quarters of a column of 
twaddle, dignified by the title of 
" leader," which appeared in our con- 
temporary of Friday, is susceptible of 
a common-sense construction it means 
that had the general election of 187-i 
resulted in a victory for tho Conserva- 
tive party, the Island railway would 
have been in full operation long since. 
Of course. And if that celebrated 
Bmall boy's aunt had worn whiskers 
she might have beon his uncle. It 
is absurd now to indulge in vain 
regrets as to what might havo been ; 
we prefer to deal with what is— to faco 
the present, and try to shape events so 
that tho futuro shall bo bright and 
prosperous — allowing tho "dead past 
to bury the past" If, however, we 
were to consult the political record of 
1873 and 1871 what should wo find? 
Tho Standard and its "genial and 
gifted" editor (Mr. DeCosmos) sup- 
porting Mr. Mackenzie and his railway 
policy and opposing Sir John. If wo 
were to refer to files of the Ottawa 
papers of November, 1S73, we should 
discover that tho only British Colum- 
bia member who "ratted" to Mr. 
Mackenzie was tho editor of tho Stan- 
dard, who had been elected to support 
Sir John. If we turned to the printed 
proceedings of a banquet given at the 
Federal Capital in honor of Sir John 
after his defeat we should find that 
the only British Columbian then in 
Ottawa who did not attend that " feast 
of reason and flow of soul " was tho 
editor of the Standard; and if we were 
to continue on to tho election canvass 
of February, 1871, we should find the 
Standard and its editor openly advocat- 
ing the Mackenzie cause, while Mr. 
Mackenzie's Secretary of State was en- 
abled to read to a political meeting at 
Ottawa a telegram from the editor of 
the Standard in which that somewhat 
impulsive and gushing gentleman pledg- 
ed his reputation as a political prophet 
" that British Columbia would return 
six members pledged to support Mr. 
Mackenzio and his railway policy." If 
we turn to our contemporary's iiles of 
1876 wo shall find that ho then editor- 
ially advocated the principle of com- 
pensation in lieu of tho Island railway 
— advised tho acceptance by the Pro- 
vince of a sum of money sufficient to 
build the road from Esquimalt to Nmi- 
aimo. Our contemporary on Friday 
did not attempt to deny that he 
made that proposition, but says he 
wishes Canadian statemen to under- 
stand that they " cannot break solemn 
engagements just as interest or caprico 
may suggest." If one thing more than 
another has given Canadian statesmen 
to understand that they can play fast 
and loose with this Province it is 
the shuffling course pursued by 
tho Standard itself and of the' gentle- 
man who in 1874 pledged the whole 
• Province to support Mr. Mackenzie's 
railway policy — whatever that policy 
might be. Our contemporary agrees 
with us when wo say that " the people 
should move as one man towards the 
accomplishment of a common object," 
viz., the construction of tho railway ; 
but he does not seem to have any clear 
idea of how that happy state of public 
sentiment is to bo brought about. At 
least, he proposes no plan ; and per- 
haps as he has done moro than any 
other man in tho Provinco to foment 
sectionalism and promote unfriendliness 
between the people of Island and Main- 
land, it is well that he does not try his 
hand at patching up a peace. Ho must 
leave that task to wiser and cooler 
heads, and take a back seat in any 
council that may be convened for the 
purpose. 

We trust we shall not be understood 
as having treated our contemporary's 
article in a serious vein. We know, 
and the public know, how little weight 
can be placed on his utterances. A 
general election is at hand. Political 
pitch must be boiled, ferocious threats 
must be made and thunder fulminated 
to catch the popular vote. After the 
election our contemporary will " roar as 
gently as a sucking dove," and if the 
Mackenzie party shall be sustained will 
telegraph to Ottawa that British Col- 
umbia has returned " six members 
pledged to support tho Mackenzie rail- 
way policy " — whatever that policy may 
be ! Our contemporary refers to us as 
the organ of a Government whose policy 
has recently been repudiated by the 
electors of the Province " on account 
of their "Culpable neglect of our railway 
interests." If it be true that the late 
Government neglected " our railway 
interests," it occurs to us to ask what 
Mr. DeCosmos has been about while at 
Ottawa 1 He has reclined for a period 
of seven years on a soft, red morocco 
seat— No. 48 — in the Commons cham- 
ber; he* has supported Sir John, then 
Mr. Mackenzio, and then Sir John 
again, and all to what purpose 1 Has 
he advanced railway construction to the 
extent of a single steel rail? added a 
stringer or tie, a shoe or clamp to the 
pile of material on hand'? If the El- 
liott Government were discarded for 
"culpable neglect of our railway inter- 
ests," what punishment should be meted 
out to the gentleman who has occupied 
Beat No. 48 at Ottawa for seven years 
without evolving from his brain 
a practical thought or project that has 
contributed in the slightest sense to 
speed the railway 1 There is one cir- 
cumstance on which we find it possible 
to congratulate our contemporary. He 
has at last succeeded in writing an ar- 
ticle on the railway that is devoid of 
disloyalty, and from which the hereti- 
cal taint of Separation is conspicuous 
for its absence. Upon this reformation 
our contemporary is to be congratulat- 
ed, no matter if it has been effected 
wider pressure. Best assured, that the 
more moderate tho course of this Pro- 
vince on tho Eaihvay question, tho 
greater will ba it« influenco at

— Tho official inquiry 
into the iron-clad disaster on tho Brit- 
ish coast resulted in a verdict acquit- 
ting the officers of the Grosser Kurfurst 
and Koonig Wilhelm and attributing 
tho collision to a mistake of tho helms- 
man of tho Koenig Wilheni. 

Lo.vpox, July 19. — A pigoon shoot- 
ing match between Capt. Bogardus, of 
the U. S., and jNfr. Wallace, of England, 
took place yesterday and resulted in a 
draw, each man killing 97. 

LoJfpON, July 20.— Hot weather pro- 
vails here and on the continent. The 
heat is very severe in Paris. 

LoJfPON, July 20. — Russian unoffi- 
cial press is more or less dissatisfied 
with the treaty. Before its conclus 
ion AksakofV, a Panslftvist agitator, 
made such a violent speech at Moscow 
against tho Russian concessions in con- 
gress that ho was warned that its repe- 
tition would bo regarded as a personal 
attack on the Czar. 

Loxpon, July IS. — Tho shooting at 
tho 1000 yards range for the Elcho shield 
resulted as follows : Ireland, 532, Eng- 
land, 505; Scotland, 407- Tho follov- 
iru' are tho grand totals of the scores : 
Ivelund, 1610; England, 15G0; Scot- 
land, 1552. Tho shooting for the El- 
cho challenge shield on the 800 yards 
range at Wimbledon was : Ireland, 543; 
England, 534 J Scotland, 532. Tho 
shooting at the 900 yards range resulted: 
Ireland, 535 ; Scotland, 523 ; England, 
521. 

Midnight Dispatch. 

Lord Boaconsflold'a Groat Popularity. 



London, July 18. — lord Beacons- 
field on entering tho old Palace yard on 
his way to the House of LordB about 
5 o'clock this evening was heartily 
cheered by n great crowd assembled to 
greet him. He experienced much dif- 
ficulty in passing through the throng, 
though accompanied by a -squad of po- 
lice. Public interest in the promised 
statement by the Earl of Beaconslield 
attracted a large and distinguished as- 
sembly in tho House of Lords, includ- 
ing the Prince of Wales and other 
members of the Royal family. 

London, July 18. — A Tienna dis- 
patch says : Caratheodri Pasha, Turk- 
ish Plenipotentiary and staff have ar- 
rived hero from Berlin, and negotia- 
tions about tho Austrian occupation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovinia are to ho re- 
sumed. Risties, the Servian premier 
is here on his way to Belgrade, and 
has had a conference with Count An- 
drassy who likewise received the Rou- 
manian agent and two Montenegrin en- 
voys, who havo returned from Berlin. 
Besides the negotiations with Turkey, 
others with the smaller states seem to 
have been taken in hand- The mat- 
tors to bo treated of are numerous — 
political as well as commercial, and re- 
lato to reopening of communication. 
By the Independence which these 
small border states have acquired 
through the decision of the Congress 
all their international relations are 
changed and must bo regulated afresh. 
Reciprocity, extradition, commercial 
and other treaties must bo concluded 
With them. An agreement signed 
at Berlin by Austrian and Servian 
delegates to the Congress stipulated 
for the completion within 3 yours of 
the Belgrade and Niscb, Sofia and 
JTisch, and Nisch and Milrontry roads. 
The conclusion of a commercial con- 
vention between tho two is also con- 
templated.

Five tons of poorly roasted ore from the 
Cariboo shaft was milled and produced 
about #5 in gold. Tho company are dis- 
satisfied with tho result and liavo sent a 
quantity of tho same class oro to Portland 
for milling test. 

Tho St. Lawrence ledge is six foot wide, 
a truo fissure vein, boiny nearly vortical 
and pitching southward. It has boon 
cross-cut and tho oro looks exceedingly 
woll. 

Tho Mosquito Gulch lodes have beon 
traced and located for a distance of about 
two miles. Tho oro is freo milling and 
much confidonco is felt in its being suc- 
cessfully worked. 

Why Not ? — Attention has already boon 
called on soveral occasions to the necessity 
of flushing drains and gutters on streets 
where 110 hose is attached to business 
promises. A stroll through various parts 
of tho city will afford most convincing 
proof that the gutters are in anything but 
a cleanly condition, the fumes arising 
therefrom being of tho most malarious 
character. If therefore when the engine 
companies hold their periodical drills, in- 
stead of frequenting the main thorough- 
faros whore water is bountiful, they would 
rosort to the vicinity of tho filthy drains 
in question and thoroughly Hush them, 
they would place the public under an ad- 
ditional obligation. An ounce of preven- 
tion is better than a pound of euro; so it is 
wiser to remove the cause of malaria than 
to attempt to chock its sproad after it has 
once rosulted in fever. Tho sanitary com- 
mitteo or board of health should sec to 
this matter at once and have an interview 
with the Chief Engineer of the firo do- 
partmont on tho subject. 

Divorces, Bkwahe. — Judgo McKay, 
of Moutreal, has just rendered an import- 
ant marriage decision. A Mrs. Haynes 
had been married in Canada some years 
ago, but, disagreeing with her husband, 
had proceeded to tho States and procured 
a divorce.

The quantity of fish — of the finest 
quality — salted this year, will far exceed 
the amount similarly preserved in former 
years. Everyone, man, woman and child, 
inclined to work, can obtain employment 
just now while tho present run of salmon 
continues. 

During tho temporary absonco of two 
young men engaged in tho fishing business 
from their cabin at Sapperton on Tuesday 
last, an entrance was effected, and about 
§70 worth of money and other property 
carried off. During tho presont time, 
when wo havo a largo influx of strangers, 
good, bad, and indifloront, it will bo pru- 
dent to take moro than ordinary precau- 
tions. 

Another firm had to pay a fine for fish- 
ing in prohibited hours. If tho law is to 
bo carried out, let all those bo punished 
who set it at defiance.

wino, oil, gold, cotton, silk, fruit, milk, 
honey, boeve.sandhigtroo3asin California, 
it is her duty to take it up and toot it ; 
that it costs a little monoy to scrub it up 
and toot H properly, and that tho placo 
and timo to toot it is where and when tho 
nations of the earth come togothor, as thoy 
now do iu Paris."

LORD DUPFERIN AT HARVARD. 



Full Text of Ms Speech. 



Mr. President and Gentlemen, — 
Among the many privileges attaching 
to mv high ofaco as a representative of 
Her Majesty in Canada, there is none 
to which I have attached greater value 
than tho opportunities which it has 
afforded mo of cultivating friendly re- 
lations with tho Government and with 
the people of tho United States (ap- 
plause); but although I havo sometimes 
had opportunities of addressing Ameri- 
can audiences, I confess I never found 
myself in tho presence of an assembly 
so august or surrounded by such inter- 
esting associations as those which now 
onviron me. Standing in a hall, itself 
an historial monument such as no Eu- 
ropean university can boast — in the 
presence of men whoso achievements as 
statesmen, as men of science, as poets, 
as historians, as lawyers, have won for 
them tho admiration and respect of tho 
civilized world — engaged in the celobra- 
tion of a festival of such interest and 
significance as that which has collected 
tho distinguished personages I see 
around me, I might well be desired to 
be relieved from the duty of intruding 
myself upon your attention. At tho 
same time I cannot help remembering 
that I now stand beneath tho maternal 
roof, and that I can appeal to tho in- 
dulgences of overy one present as bona 
fide. 

Encouraged by this consideration, 
brethren, I feel that I should bo want- 
ing in courtesy if I did not gladly soizo 
the opportunity of expressing to the 
authorities of this university my very 
deep sense of tho honour which has 
been done me in being permitted in so 
gratifying a manner to become associ- 
ated with its students. (Applause.) 
Tho venoration, the love with which I 
regard my own Alma Mater of Oxford 
is in itself a sufficient security that I 
duly appreciate the privileges to which 
I have been admitted. But I confess 
that there is a further respect which 
leads mo to pay every mark of rever- 
ence in my power to this university. 
Since I havo been in Canada, it has 
been brought home to mo moro per- 
ceptibly than ever what incalculable 
servico institutions such as this render 
to this continent. Although civilization 
lias been in possession of America for 
nearly three hundred years, although 
its population has expanded to upwards 
of 40,000,000, yet still, of necessity, 
our transatlantic energies are, for the 
most part, still^engaged irt subduing to 
its uses those endless tracks of territory 
which have fallen to its inheritance, and 
in developing their material resources. 
As a consequence of this state of things, 
I havo observed in Canada, and per- 
haps the observation may bo equally 
truo when applied to this country that 
there is some little danger of the more 
ideal sido of life being lost and for- 
gotten by our attention being too ex- 
clusively turned to providing for so- 
ciety's material benefit and well being, 
and wealth becoming the principal title 
to consideration. 

Now, Buch centres of intellectual en- 
orgy as thoso aro tho most powerful 
corrective to any such unfortunate con- 
clusion. We aro taught hero daily to 
valuo that which is beyond anything 
that wealth or money can procure. A 
notion interpenetrated with tho influ- 
ence germinating from such an insti- 
tution as this never can fail to achieve a 
higher inspiration, and to have expand- 
ing powers adorned with nobler aims of 
life than otherwiso might bo the case. 
And when I remember that this nation 
so gifted by Providence with all the 
benefits which a bounteous nature can 
confor, so skilful in the art of Belf-gov- 
ernmcnt,so removed from the disturbing 
influence of external forces, by its 
social system so untrammelod by social 
anomalies, I cannot but imagine that if 
the influence of this and similar institu- 
tions bo only extended, it is the nation 
which is destined to become the expon- 
ent of the way in which the greatest 
amount of happiness can bo diffused 
among tho greatest number of human 
beings. (Great applause. ) 

But, gentlemen, it is not alone these 
considerations which move" mo to ex- 
press my gratitude for the honour 
which you have done me. I have had 
the extreme honour to have been 
admitted to the acquaintanceship of 
some of your most distinguished men, 
Mr. Longfellow (applause), Mr. Emer- 
son (applause), Mr. Holmes, (Applause.) 
In my own country, I have had even 
tho greater honour of receiving under 
my roof such men as Proscott, Haw- 
thorne, and Motley. (Applause.) And 
when I consider that through your grace 
I have been domiciled, so to speak, 
within the precincts of that sacred 
University 'whence they derived their 
inspiration, aud whore, during a youth 
of high endeavour and unceasing in- 
dustry and self- sacrifice, thoy laid sure 
and deep the foundations of that world- 
wide fame which now reflects such hon- 
our upon tho University which sent 
them forth, I naturaly am deeply mov- 
ed. (Loud applause.)

Further Dotails of the Calamity. 



[Correspondence London Time*.] 



Shanghai, April 27. 

Tho famine seems now to be at its 
worst. The impoverished country con- 
sists of tho greater part of the Province 
of Shansi, parts of South- Western 
Chilili, Western Shantung, and the 
northern districts of Honan, comprising 
an area variously estimated atfrom70,- 
000 to 100,000 square miles. Tho 
greatest distress is in the southern half 
of Shansi, including the provincial capi- 
tal, Tai Yuon, the population of which, 
unless rain comes at once, bids fair to 
become absolutely extinct. In its hor- 
rible details, as given by all witnesses, 
foreign and native,' official and mission- 
ary, it is the direst calamity that this 
or any other country lias been visited 
with. The sturdy Chinese peasants do 
not calmly fold their hands and 
die like our poor fellow-subjects, tho 
Madrassees, last year ; they eat the 
dead, and when thoro are none to take 
they kill tho living for tho same pur- 
pose. This is no Oriental exaggera- 
tion, but tho actual state of things in a 
district not 700 miles from Shanghai. 
In the Pekin Gazette of tho 15th of 
March there appears a memorial from 
Li Ho-nien, Governor of Honan, and 
Yuan, Special High Commissioner for 
Famine Relief, appealing for State as- 
sistance to tho distressed province. I 
append a translation ; — 

Tho drought with which the Pro- 
vince has been visited for soveral years 
in succession has resulted in a famine 
of an intensity and extent hitherto un- 
heard of. As autumn advanced into 
winter tho number of tliose in need of 
relief increased daily, until at last they 
could be counted by millions. Tho 
lower classes were tho first to be affect- 
ed, and they soon disappeared or dis- 
persed in search of subsistence elso- 
whoro. Now the famine has attacked 
the well-to-do and wealthy, who find 
themselves reduced to greater misery as 
each day goes by, and thoy, in their 
turn, are dying oil' or following those 
who have migrated elsewhere In tho 
earlier period of distress the living fed 
upon the bodies of tho dead ; next, tho 
strong devoured tho weak , and, now, 
the general destitution has arrived at 
such a climax that men devour thoso of 
their own flesh and blood. History 
contains no record of so terrible and 
distressing a state of things, and if 
prompt measures of relief be not insti- 
tuted the wholo region must become 
depopulated. Local sources of supply 
are entirely exhausted ; the granaries 
are empty, and the treasury drained 
dry ; while the few wealthy peoplo in 
the Provinces havo helped with con- 
tributions and loans till they them- 
selves are impoverished. 

In the Prefecture in which the capi- 
tal or Shansi is situated the population 
has diminished from over one million 
to 100,000, and the Chinese newspa- 
pers hero givo the number of people 
who have died of starvation, or met the 
awful fate just recorded, at over 5,000,- 
000.

Petersburg for the foundation of a uni- 
versity at Tomak, in Siberia; and the 
buildings, the construction of which will 
cost about £70,000, are to be ready in 
1882 for the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the annexation of Siberia to the 
Russian empire.
